In  June  1940  a  scheme  of  Free  Immunization  against  Diphtheria  was 
provided  by  the  County  Council  for  all  children  of  school  and  pre¬ 
school  age. 

The  response  on  the  part  of  the  parents  concerned  was  satisfactory. 
FEVER  HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION. 


This  has  been  adequate  in  all  cases  usual  for  admission-viz . 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  etc.,  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

Difficulty  has  however  been  experienced  dealing  with  complicated 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  and  in  addition  particularly  of  other  minor 
infectious  diseases  Mumps,  Chickenpox  amongst  evacuee  children. 

In  most  instances  the  billets  are  very  congested  and  the  Hostess 
overburdened  with  work,  no  possible  source  of  isolation  or  prevention 
Of  spread  of  infection  being  possible. 

I  am  convinced  that  there  is  a  definite  need  for  the  provision  of 
an  auxilliary  minor  infectious  disease  hospital  for  this  area,  which 
fact  is  corroborated  by  my  neighbouring  colleagues.  A  scheme  to  this 
effect  for  the  area  of  Soke  of  Peterborough,  South  Kesteven  and  Rutland 

by  mutual  consent  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerned  is  to  be 
submitted  by  me  to  the  Regional  Medical  Office  r^^ly
